Action line 


For years, the chili people have been 


dumping full cans of chili at the city 
garbage dump, and for years people have 
been going out there and getting them. The 
cans have little holes in them, about the 
size of a 16-penny nail or smaller. A lot of 
people may eat the chili without noticing 
the holes in them. Can something be done 
about this? 


There shouldn't be any of the cans you 


mention accessible to the public, ac- 
cording to Bob Busby, production 
manager for Wolf Brand Products. Those 
cans, he explained, are products that don't 
meet the company's quality standards for 
one reason or another and are, therefore, 
discarded. These cans are mutilated as 
prescribed by federal guidelines by 
punching a %-inch hole in the cans a.t the 
plant. The cans are then taken to the city 
dump where they are first crushed and 
then buried by heavy equipment at that 
site. Busby said Wolf employes are sup- 
posed to make sure that the cans are both 
crushed and buried when they are taken to 
the dump, but that one or two could escape 
burial undetected. Because of the heat and 
exposure the food inside those cans will 
spoil rapidly, plant personnel said, and 
should therefore never be eaten. 


Busby said he could not estimate the 


number of cans disposed of in this manner, 
but that the figure was not large. The 
company, he said, is complying with 
USDA guidelines in mutilating and 
disposing of the cans, he said. 


A recent "Action Line" mentioned that 


mosquito control was one way of con- 
trolling the spread of encephilitus, which 
has now reached Dallas and Houston. Is 
the city doing anything, such as the 
fogging mentioned in your column, to 
control the breeding of mosquitos? 


Larry DeMoss, public works director for 


the city, said a city-owned mosquito fogger 
is operated at least three nights a week to 
control the insects. Last week the fogger 
was operated every night in an effort to 
spray the entire city before the man who 
operates the machine took his vacation. 


The areas sprayed by that fogger on a 


given night depend on where in town the 
most complaints have come from, DeMoss 
said. One of the reasons you may not have 
noticed the fogging, he noted, is because 
the city is now using a stronger chemical 
spray which creates much less visible fog. 
Formerly, the mosquito killer used was 
largely diesel oil, which actually produced 
the fog, but the new chemical being used is 
95 per cent mosquito killer. 


DeMoss said residents who notice a 


mosquito problem in their neighborhood 
should call his office so that the crew can 
spray in that area as soon as possible. 


What are the pink markings that are 


being placed on the curbs here? 


City Manager Dick Ballenger says, "We 


honestly do not know." He says a lot of 
residents are calling to ask about them, 
and two or three department heads have 
been checking around with such possible 
sources as the utility companies. 


So far, Ballenger says, no answer has 


turned up. 


The markings you're talking about are 


used in some cities by newspaper carriers 
to identify which houses on their routes 
take the paper and, when applicable, 
whether it's the morning paper, evening 
paper or both. 


But Bob Marberry, circulation manager 


of the Sun, says our carriers aren't 
marking the pink markings. 


The Dallas News agent here says he's 


unaware of it if his carriers are making the 
markings, but that he'll check with them.

Why doesn't the Corsicana Independent 


School District allow a discount for early 
payment of taxes? The state and county 
and some of the smaller districts in the 
county have done this for a long time — 3 
per cent for October payment, Z per cent 
for 
November and 1 per cent for

for earlier use and maybe help cut down on 
delinquent taxes. 


One of the reasons is because of the 


added expense and work in doing so, ac- 
cording to Tax Assessor-Collector George 
Caperton.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Central Intelligence 
Agency 


regularly opened and read the 
mail of former President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon and other promi- 
nent Americans including Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy as part of 
its 20-year mail surveillance 
program, the chairman of the 
Senate Intelligence Committee 
said today. 


A spokesman for Chairman 


Frank Church, D-Idaho, said 
that Nixon's mail had been 
opened both before and while 
he was President. The spokes- 
man added that the CIA opened 
and read the mail of other 
presidents as well. 


In an opening statement as 


the committee began a second 
day of hearing on the so-called 
Huston Plan, Church listed a 
number of prominent American 
citizens and institutions who 
had been a target of the CIA's 
mail surveillance. 


In addition to Nixon and Ken- 


nedy, Church said the mail of 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., Rep. Bella Abzug, D- 
N.Y., 
the late civil rights lead- 


er Martin Luther King and his 
wife, former West Virginia Sec- 
retary of State Jay Rockefeller, 
Federal Reserve Board Chair- 
man Arthur Burns, the Ford 
Foundation, Harvard Univer- 
sity and the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation also was opened. 


Church did not specify what 


evidence on which he based his 
statement but his committee 
has had complete access to CIA 


files on the mail surveillance 
program. 
His remarks in- 


dicated that he has personally 
seen a copy of a letter in CIA 
files that he had written to his 
mother. 


Church did not make clear 


during what period of time the 
mail of the individuals and in- 
stitutions he mentioned was _ 
opened nor did he give any in- 
dication of the quantity.

A method for 
classifying 


movies submitted last week to 
City Commissioners as a guide 
for establishing a similar local 
ordinance provides for fining a 
theater owner as much as $200 a 
day for violation but makes no 
provision for viewing films 
before they are classified. 


Tyler's 
motion 
picture 


classification 
ordinance was 


submitted to the commission by 
John Barber, who said that the 
local review board proposal 
grew out of a Bible study group 
discussion of the GP-rated film 
"Tommy." Barber told com- 
missioners he felt that the 
national movie rating standards 
do not reflect local opinion and 
that the city needed a review 
board to augment those ratings. 
But the Tyler ratings, unlike the 
classification assigned films by 
the nationwide reviewers, are 
based on a written summary of 
the film submitted by the 
theater owner and not on a 
screening of the actual movie in 
question. 


THE ONLY MENTION of 


actually viewing a film to which 
the board assigns a rating is an 
indirect reference to films after 
they 
begin 
showing. 
That 


section reads: "If the Board 
finds, upon public exhibition of 


a motion picture, that a possible 
erroneous classification 
has 


been made, the Board is hereby 
authorized to hold additional 
meetings and 
hearings, 
to 


obtain 
supplemental 
in- 


formation, and reclassify the 
film in question." 


That Tyler ordinance, in 


effect since 1970, established a 
local 
seven-man 
board 
to 


classify all movies and rate 
them according to how the 
board evaluated the films. 


State law limits the penalty 


attached to a city ordinance 
violation 
to 
a 
Class 
C 


misdemeanor, which carries a 
maximum penalty of $200. But 
the Tyler ordinance is written to 
make each day a theater owner 
shows an unclassified movie a 
separate violation punishable 
by the maximum fine. 


THE TYLER ORDINANCE 


took that city's commission four 
legislative acts and three years 
to bring to its present form. 


Classification standards have 


been 
altered 
since 
initial 


passage and the number of 
ratings had dwindled from the 
original five to three. One 
section of the ordinance con- 
cerns traffic safety, specifically 
prohibiting certain filmed parts 
of the body from being visible 
from a public road on the 
grounds 
that 
those 
parts 


"distract the attention of a 
motor vehicle driver away from 
the road and from the business 
of safe and careful driving and 
constitutes a traffic hazard." 


The mechanics of the or- 


dinance, 
although 
greatly 


detailed, are not complex. When 
a theater owner books a new 
movie, he submits to the board 
an application for classification 
which contains his proposed 
rating where the film will be 
shown and for how long, a 
summary plot of the film, a list 
of the main actors and any other 
information the board may 
request. 


THEN, FT IS UP to the board 


to take action. If nothing is done 
with the application within a 
week, 
the 
proposed 


classification 
is 
considered 


approved. 


The 
ordinance 
classifies 


movies as "suitable for young 
persons;" "not suitable for 
young persons;" or "suitable 
for young persons — with ex- 
ceptions." Those classifications 
are based on whether or not the 
film contains "brutality, sexual 
abuse, 
nudity, 
perversion, 


sadism, violence, drug abuse or 
obscene language of such a 
character or kind and to such an 
extent that the parent of a 
young person should be advised 
that the movie contains such 


material. . ." 


Further classification, in the 


case of a film being rated as 
"suitable 
with 
exceptions", 


designate by initial whether the 
film contains objectionable sex, 
language, violence, or portrays 
drug abuse. But the ordinance 
does not attempt to determine 
whether or not a film is "ob- 
scene." — a clause reads, "This 
classification 
is 
purely 
for 


public information and does not 
involve judicial review." 


YET THE PRICE of public 


information is high for a theater 
owner caught in violation of the 
ordinance. He may be fined the 
maximum of $200 a day for 
showing a film which has not 
been classified, for failing to 
include that classification in his 
advertising, and for not posting 
that classification outside his 
theater. He may also be fined 
for showing an unclassified film 
on the same bill as one that has 
been classified and for making 
false or willfully misleading 
statements about a film. 


Ironically, 
there 
are 
no 


penalties contained in the or- 
dinance for a theater owner 
allowing persons under 18-years 
of age to view a film classified 
as unsuitable inside his theater, 
but a drive-in theater owner 
may be fined for allowing his 
screen to be visible from a 
roadway. 


Man who knew founding fathers best took knowledge to grave 
Genetics research may be key to cancer prevention 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - 


Charles Thomson, who as sec- 
retary of the Continental Con- 
gress chronicled the dawn of in- 
dependence, took a 
colorful 


chapter to his grave rather 
than tell the truth about the 
men who today are history 
book giants. 


Thomas 
Jefferson, 
George 


Washington, John Adams — 
hallowed names drummed into 
the heads of grade school chil- 
dren. Charles Thomson, a self- 
made footnote. 


Yet as secretary during the 


Continental Congress's entire 
life, Thomson knew better than 
any other man its secret his- 
tory. For almost 15 years he 
drank up the oratory of the 
delegates who were putting to- 
gether a nation. 


He is the man who daily wit- 


nessed the human weaknesses 
and strengths of the storied 
movers and shakers of the 
American Revolution — men 
like Patrick Henry and Jeffer- 
son; the man who knew better 
than any other the motives that 
swayed history; the man who 
held Congress together. 


And he is the man who in re- 


tirement burned those written 
recollections. In time death 
stole them from his mind. 


"The human frailities of his 


contemporaries were such that 
he thought it better not to say 
it,1' notes one. historian. "He 
would not besmirch his recol- 
lection by writing about people 
whose plumes he would have to 
remove were he to tell all the 
truth." 


Says another: "To make his 


work impartial it would be nec- 
essary to blur the reputation of 
many prominent families, and 
this he was unwilling to do." 


The irreparable loss obscured 


a slice of American history. It 
also helped obscure Charles 
Thomson. For with the docu- 
ments he burned were many of 
his personal papers. 


From what's left, there's his 


story. 


He was born in 1729 in Coun- 


ty Deny. Ireland. His father, a 
widower with six children, set 
sail for the new world when 
Charles was 10. The elder 
Carter, Bentsen 
lead Oklahoma

him, but he since has changed 
his stance to be totally uncom- 
mitted. 


The governor also said he 


plans to encourage Oklahoma's 
delegates to the national con- 
vention next year to remain un- 
committed So they can see 
which candidate has the best 
program. 


Funston, also queried about 


Carter's support in Oklahoma, 
said, "I think he is pretty 
strong, along with Bentsen. 


"I think 
fprmer Alabama 


Gov. 
George' 
Wallace 
has 


some strength; too," Funston 
said, "but he needs somebody 
to put it together for him. Car- 
ter and Bentsen have some 
good people working for them."

Thomson died within sight of 
America. 


Charles was taken in by an 


apprentice seeking blacksmiths, 
but ran away in search of an 
education. In time he bumped 
into Ben Franklin. 


Franklin was president of the 


Academy of Philadelphia and 
Thomson was by now a teach- 
er. Franklin offered him a job 
as a Latin and Greek tutor at 
the academy. Thomson accept- 
ed. He was 21. 


Thomson later left teaching 


to become an importer, acquir- 
ing considerable wealth through 
his business enterprises. But 


his scholarly interests never 
waned. Nor did his reputation 
for total honesty. 


The Delaware Indians named 


him "The Man Who Tells The 
Truth" because of the part he 
played in negotiating Indian 
treaties. Congressional dele- 
gates, while exchanging papers 
bearing Thomson's signature, 
were heard to remark: "Here 
comes the truth." 


When Thomson was an old 


man he was visited by a fired 
who asked the reason behind 
the explicit faith placed in 
documents signed by him. 
Thomson replied: "it was well 


known that I had resolved in 
spite of consequences, never to 
put my official signature to any 
document for the accuracy of 
which I could not vouch as a 
man of honor." 


It was the hated Stamp Act 


of 1765 that drew Thomson into 
the American Revolution and 
the political arena. 


He was to become known as 


"the Sam Adams of Phila- 
delphia," after the defiant rebel 
who was host to the "Boston 
Tea Party." 


Over 25 years had passed 


since Thomson left Ireland, yet 
the resentment he held for the 


British burned just as fiercely 
in his new home. 


Thomson, one of the founders 


of the radical Liberty Party, 
was talking revolution in a city 
where the General Assembly 
was dominated by 
passive 


friends of the Crown. Peace- 
loving Quakers held the politi- 
cal reins and talk of revolution 
bordered on treason. 


Joseph Galloway, head of the 


Pennsylvania Conservatives, la- 
beled Thomson "one of the 
most violent of the Sons of Lib- 
erty in America." 


Thomson, in crying out for 


freedom, was making political 


enemies. Galloway would lead 
a successful fight to prevent 
him from being seated as a 
delegate to the Continental Con- 
gress. In later life Thomson 
would find himself snubbed by 
a government he helped build. 


Thomson was elected a mem- 


ber of the Pennslyvania Assem- 
bly on Oct. 3, 1774. When Con- 
gress assembled 
in Phila- 


delphia on Oct. 5, 1774 he was 
chosen secretary. 


For the next 14 years dele- 


gates came and went, but 
Thomson 
stayed. 
Congress' 


journal, with few exceptions, is 
entirely in his handwriting. But 


it only records part of what 
happened. Under the rules of 
procedure, debate on motions 
that were not adopted was not 
recorded on paper by the secre- 
tary. Only in his mind. 


As the Revolution proceeded, 


Thomson was called on to per- 
form many of the duties of a 
Secretary of State. He kept the 
"Secret Journal of Foreign Af- 
fairs" and had charge of the 
correspondence with represen- 
tatives abroad. 


He helped design the presi- 


dential seal - the bald eagle, 
arrows, olive branches and 
three Latin mottos are said to 


be his. 


Some historians say it was 


Thomson who, on July 8, 1776, 
stood on the State house steps 
and read the Declaration of In- 
dependence to the people. 


As early as 1783, patriot John 


Jay of New York had urged 
Thomson to write a history of 
the Revolution. 


It is believed that Thomson 


was well into his work when he 
decided to destroy it. 


Thomson spent the remainder 


of his active life engaged in sci- 
entific study and in translating 
the bible Greek to English, a 
project that took 20 years. 


BAR HARBOR, Maine (AP) 


— Cancer prevention will be 
the major challenge facing 
medical researchers in the next 
quarter century, says the retir- 
ing director of the world's larg- 
est center for the study of 
mammalian genetics. 


Despite enormous advances 


in the treatment of cancer, no 
significant progress has been 
made in preventing the disease, 
said Dr. Earl L. Green, who 
steps down at the end of this 
month as head of the Jackson 
Laboratory here. 


"The objective of research on 


cancer should be to do the 


treatment people out of busi- 
ness," Green said. "If the re- 
search is ultimately successful, 
we should no longer have to 
treat cancer. There won't be 
any cancers to be treated." 


Green, who has served as di- 


rector for nearly two decades, 
said the goal should be 'ap- 
proached through fundamental 
genetics research that will al- 
low scientists to better com- 
prehend the nature of the dis- 
ease. 


"The thing that has to be ac- 


complished is a more thorough 
understanding of how genes, 
the hereditary factors trans- 


mitted from parents to off- 
spring, bring about the develop- 
ment and differentation of or- 
ganisms," he said. 


Two years ago, scientists at 


the Jackson Laboratory pro- 
duced evidence supporting the 
idea that all offspring inherit 
latent viral mechanisms which, 
when "switched on," cause at 
least two and possibly all types 
of cancer. 


The findings were based on 


experiments with laboratory 
mice, which are bred here un- 
der stringently controlled condi- 
tions for research by gen- 
eticists throughout the world. 


Inbred for up to 150 or more 


generations, these 
so-called 


JAX mice are used as models 
for the studies of human dis- 
eases such as cancer, muscular 
dystrophy, anemia, obesity and 
blood and neurological dis- 
orders. 


The laboratory had its swift- 


est growth after Green took 
over as its second director in 
1956. The private, nonprofit fa- 
cility was founded by Dr. Clar- 
ence Cook Little, one of the na- 
tion's first geneticists, in 1929. 


During Green's stewardship, 


the laboratory's annual oper- 
ating budget soared from less 


than $1 million to more than $7 
million. The physical plant, de- 
stroyed in the Bar Harbor fire 
of 1947, underwent a major ex- 
pansion, and the yearly produc- 
tion of mice climbed from 300,- 
000 to more than two million. 


Green, a soft-spoken man, 


said his years as director were 
a time of important advances 
in understanding the biological 
nature of cancer and other dis- 
eases. At the same time, re- 
searchers developed new muta- 
tions of lab animals which have 
facilitated the study of these 
diseases. 


He said the 33 staff scientists 


at the center are involved in 
the sort of basic, independent 
and 
unspectacular 
research 


that can bring about solutions 
to practical health problems. 


"Science advances by little 


increments," Green said. "Ev- 
ery once in awhile, we have 
something that halfway quali- 
fies under the term 'break- 
through.' But breakthroughs 
are not really the stock in trade 
of the day-to-day business of a 
research laboratory. 


"Instead, it is the thoughtful 


penetration deeper and deeper 
into the mysteries of biological 
nature, and only rarely do we 


have a major penetration that 
qualifies even halfway under 
the term 'breakthrough.'" 


While the public, which ulti- 


mately supports most medical 
research through its federal tax 
dollars, seeks prompt solutions, 
Green said complex diseases 
such as cancer present the sort 
of problems that do not yield 
swift results. 


But he predicted that the 


practical problems posed by 
the diseases 
will 
virtually 


evaporate once the fundamen- 
tal biological questions are re- 
solved. 


Green said research 
has 
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grown so complex and ex- 
pensive in recent decades that 
the federal government is the 
only body possessing the re- 
sources to support it. Ninety 
per cent of the Jackson Labora- 
tory's funds comes from feder- 
al sources.

residential and small business 
customers under a franchise 
agreement with the city. 


William R. Brown, HL&P's 


general counsel, said he will ar- 
gue it is illegal under the fran- 
chise for the council to interfer 
with putting into effect rates 
which would give the firm a 
fair return on its investment. 


The council rejected a recom- 


mendation by city attorney 
Jonathan Day that it grant the 
company a rate increase of 
about 6 per cent which would 
have amounted to an additional 
gross income of $28.9 million a 
year.

Energy bill seen 


by Ford 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


House-Senate conference com- 
mittee will decide the final 
shape of a congressional pro- 
gram for dealing with the na- 
tion's energy crisis, but the 
main problem the conferees 
will face is how to get the 
measure past the White House. 


The House passed its energy 


policy measure 255 to 148 Tues- 
day, ending eight months of 
work and 10 days of debate that 
included consideration of more 
than 50 amendments. 


The measure, which would 


roll back oil prices and rely on 
conservation programs to cut 
consumption, would allow for 
the removal of price controls 
on most domestic oil over a 
five-year period. 


Sponsors of the measure say 


it ultimately would save four 
million barrels of oil per day. 


But the bill is almost guaran- 


teed to face administration op- 
position unless the conferees 
can find some way to make it 
more palatable to President 
Ford or write it in such a way 
that they can guarantee an 
override of a presidential veto. 


The House bill would reim- 


pose a $5.25 per barrel ceiling 
on two-thirds of U.S.-produced 
oil and would roll back to $7.50 
per barrel the price of domestic 
oil now selling at the world 
market price of $12 to $13.50 
per barrel.

on Oswald note 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


new probe has been launched 
into the circumstances sur- 
rounding the destruction of a 
threatening note sent to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
by Lee Harvey Oswald in early 
November, 1963. 


A knowledgeable source in 


the Justice Department said 
Tuesday that the matter, has 
been turned over to the depart- 


ment's criminal division. 


The 
FBI 
acknowledged 


recently that the letter, deliv- 
ered to the Dallas FBI office by 
Oswald shortly before the as- 
sassination of President John 
F. Kennedy, was destroyed 
soon after the Kennedy assassi- 
nation. The FBI has announced 
it is conducting its own investi- 
gation. 


DYERSBURG, Tenn. (AP) - 


A juvenile officer blames too 
much crime on television for an 
attempted $1 million extortion 
plot planned by a group of 
Dyersburg boys ranging in age 
from 10 to 34. 


The youngsters have been 


charged with threatening to 
blow up a Sears Roebuck and 
Co. store in an attempt to ex- 
tort $1 million in cash and 
about $100,000 in guns, trucks 
and farm equipment. 


The nine have been released 


in the custody of their parents 
pending a juvenile court hear- 
ing. Their names were not re- 
leased. 


"It's not that we felt they 


could have pulled it off," Juve- 
nile Officer Joey McDowell said 
Tuesday. "It's that 12-year-olds 
could think of it. It's television 
and nothing else." 


McDowell said officers didn't 


know they were dealing with 
juveniles until the mother of 
one of the boys identified her 
son's handwriting on the ex- 
tortion note. 


McDowell said the plot was 


well-planned except for a mis- 
calculation in the amount of 
postage on the two-pound ex- 
tortion note and other details 
that did not become apparent 
until the nine were in custody.

CB radio craze 


something new 


to cope with 


FORT WORTH, Tex. (AP) - 


"Smokey in the bushes, 


"Smokey in the trees, 
"But we're not worried, 
"Cuz we have our CBs."— 


Anonymous. 


The tiny citizens band (CB) 


radio buzzes noisily on the 
dashboard and within moments 
the voice of the Werewolf barks 
through the static: 


"Break one-nine for Smokey 


report." 


An anonymous response: 
"Go ahead Smokey report." 
"There's 
wall 
to 
wall 


Smokies...and they're giving 
out green stamps," the Were- 
wolf reports. 


Rolling eastbound along the 


Dallas-Fort Worth Turnpike, 
the Gemini interrupts: "Lookin' 
over my shoulder...you defi- 
nitely got a Smokey there at 
marker 940." 


And then Flyboy: 
"Ten-four, and thank you, 


good buddy... . You've got a 
green light all the way to Dal- 
las town." 


"That's a big ten-four." 
As strangely disjointed as it 


sounds, there's method in such 
madness. 


It's the lingo of America's 


newest electronic subculture, a 
mobile group linked loosely by 
citizens band radio and a com- 
mon goal: Outwitting Smokey. 


Smokey, of course, is a state 


trooper, and Werewolf, Gemini 
and Flyboy are the self-styled 
"handles" by which CB users 
identify themselves. 


The Smokey poem is a favor- 


ite of the CB devotees and their 
exchange is typical of the con- 
stant chatter surrounding the 
location of highway patrol cars. 


Some call it the CB craze. 


Others call it disgusting. 
"This is an unusual prob- 


lem," says a spokesman for the 
Texas Department of Public 
Safety (DPS), "And we are 
evaluating it very carefully." 


So, too, is the Federal Com- 


munications Commission. 


CB operators, with their 


radios normally mounted under 
the dashboard, exchange in- 
formation with fellow travelers 
about highway radar traps and 
other such pitfalls. 


If so inclined, they can ren- 


der virtually meaningless the 
55 mile per hour speed limits. 


In this unique war of wits, 


the enemy is simply Smokey. 


He may be a "two-wheeler," 


a motorcycle officer; a "four- 
wheeler," an officer in a squad 
car; or even a "spy in the 
sky," a police helicopter.

"giving out green stamps." 
When he flicks on his radar 
equipment, he's "taking pic- 
tures." 


The lead citizen vehicle in a 


radio liaison is the "front 
door," the guy guarding the 
rear of the pack is the "back 
door" 
and those 
fortunate 


enough to be traveling in be- 
tween are riding the "rocking 
chair." 


It's not foolproof. Or ticket- 


proof, as the case may be. But 
it's close to it. 


In a city such as Dallas, the 


CB range is three to five miles. 
On an open highway it aver- 
ages perhaps 10-15 miles and, 
under perfect conditions, ex- 
tends up to 25 miles or so. 


It's not an exclusive club. All 


it takes is $4 for a license and 
an average of about $150 for 
eauioment. Locks and oerhaos 


burglar alarms are extra but 
essential—thieves now find the 
radios more attractive than 
stereo tape decks, traditionally 
their favorite target. 


The CB antennas mark CB- 


equipped vehicles for easy ex- 
ploitation, and the radios' popu- 
larity provides ample opportun- 
ity. 


"Last year, we received an 


average of 20,000 license appli- 
cations each month," an FCC 
official said recently. 


"Since January of this year, 


we have processed an average 
of 190,000 a month and we ex- 
pect to issue more than one 
million licenses this year." 


The FCC, incidentally, takes 


a dim view of the 
fanciful 


"handles" devised by the CB 
operators. 


The pseudonyms are used il- 


legally in lieu of FCC call num- 


bers and usually offer clues to 
the personality or background 
of the otherwise unidentified 
voices. 


A sampling of handles in- 


cludes Beaver Man, Birddog, 
Peanuts 
Patty, 
Robinhood, 


Sportsman, Tumbleweeds, Le- 
gal Eagle, Candy Man, Bird- 
hunter, Timberwolf, Milk Man, 
Spanish Fly, Texas Dumplin', 
Popatop and a DPS traffic cop 
called Double Bubble. 


In Dallas, eyebrows have 


been raised all along Channel 
19, the channel most frequently 
used for exchanging informa- 
tion on Smokey's whereabouts, 
by a notorious personality 
whose "handle" is Hot Lips. 


According to authorities, Hot 


Lips is a Dallas prostitute who 
uses the CB radio to solicit 
business. 


Eyes9 pupils are the real windows to the soul 


NEW YORK (AP) - Not 


only is vision man's most valu- 
able sense, but his eyes reveal 
how he feels, believes Dr. Eck- 
hard Hess, professor of biopsy- 
chology and cognition in the 
Department of Behavioral Sci- 
ences at the University of Chi- 
cago. 


Fifteen years ago Hess found- 


ed a discipline he named pu- 
pillometrics, which teaches that 
the size of a person's pupils 
correlates with his emotions. 


"The pupil of the eye is like a 


piece of the brain sticking out, 
so that the behavior of the eye 
gives an accurate view of the 
way a person feels," Hess ex- 


plained in an interview. "To 
understate it, when people look 
at something they like, which 
they find appealing and inter- 
esting, their pupils will get 
larger; the pupils constrict 
when they find something to be 
dull, distasteful or negative. 


"Eye language is a form of 


body language, except the eyes 
are very difficult to control." 


The doctor, who took his 


medical degrees at Johns Hop- 
kins University, notes 
that 


many beneficial uses have been 
found for pupillometrics, rang- 
ing from pretest marketing of 
commercial products to civic 
planning to political campaign- 


ing to fashion designing to so- 
cial psychology. 


"My real hope," he says, "is 


that pupillometrics will be used 
to measure the effectiveness of 
different 
types 
of 
medical 


therapy. This will be the most 
valuable to humanity." 


He cited rehabilitation pro- 


grams for the mentally re- 
tarded, drug addicts and alco- 
holics. "Pupillometrics could be 
effective in alcoholism therapy 
by measuring an alcoholic's pu- 
pillary response to liquor. In 
one study it was found that 
patients who were released 
after registering large pupils in 
response to the smell of alco- 


holic beverages in the last 
weeks of treatment were read- 
mitted shortly thereafter, while 
patients who had shown a loss 
of that response — whose pu- 
pils constricted when faced 
with alcohol — had the highest 
rate of nonreadmittance." 


Hess fears one possible mis- 


use of his discipline: forced in- 
vestigation. "There is a prob- 
lem of its potential abuse in the 
invasion of privacy," he warns. 
"Periodically 
I have 
been 


asked by governmental and pri- 
vate agencies to use pupillo- 
metrics as a lie detector. Each 
time I have refused. 


"There is one safeguard, 


however," he adds. "It is very 
tough to get pictures of a per- 
son's pupils without his know- 
ing it. If that's possible I'd like 
to know how. It would resolve 
many 
experimental 
handi- 


caps." 


It was in 1960 that Hess first 


conducted 
laboratory 
ex- 


periments to test his theory 
that pupils react to more than 
the amount of available light. 


"I arranged a series of photo- 


graphs of different subjects, in- 
cluding several dull landscapes 
and a pinup, and placed them 
face down so that I could not 
see which photograph I would 
be holding up," he recalls. "A 


colleague stood in a position 
just above my forehead. Since 
his eyes were light blue it was 
easy to see his pupils. 


"I showed him the pictures 


for a few seconds each and 
when we came to the seventh 
one I noted a distinct dilation of 
his pupils. Turning the picture 
over I saw it was the sexy pi- 
nup." 


From the results of this ex- 


periment Hess formed his pupil 
hypothesis — first published in 
the journal, "Science," in 1965 
— and began years of research 
to prove it. Today, he says, 
"Pupillometrics is well accept- 
ed and widely practiced, with 


one exception. My contention 
that pupils constrict when they 
reject something they look at 
does not have wide support." 


The history and discoveries 


of pupillometrics are the sub- 
ject of Hess' recently published 
book, "The Tell-Tale Eye." 


He laughs when he says 


people he meets nowadays of- 
ten will not look him in the eye, 
but he observes, "In a more 
casual way, pupillometrics is 
used in everyday social situ- 
ations. We use the information 
we receive from looking into a 
person's eyes without knowing 
it. Except for the shrewd sales- 
man or poker player who uses 


the information wisely, most 
people are completely unaware 
that they're using it." 


The doctor concludes on a 


light cautionary note. "If you 
find when you meet people that 
their pupils shrink, you may 
have a social problem."

Mexia gives Lone Star Gas 
half of rate hike it asks 


MEXIA—A 22.43 per cent 


increase in rates was granted to 
the Lone Star Gas Company by 
the Mexia City Council at its 
regular meeting Tuesday night. 


Representatives 
of 
the 


company had asked the council 
to approve an increase of some 
45 per cent, but City Manager 
Bob Butler said the council felt 
that figure was too much for the 
citizens to have to absorb at 
once. "The council felt like the 
gas company was probably 
entitled to a 45 per cent in- 
crease, since they haven't had 
one since 1972," Butler said. 
"But they would rather the 
increases be gradual than all at • 
once." 


The increase passed did, 


however, include a cost ad- 
justment clause, which will 
allow the company to increase 
its charges if the prices it pays 
for gas go up. "By the same 
token, they'll have to lower 
their prices if the cost of gas 
goes down," Butler said.
